(Associated Press Leased W ire) 
W ashington, Jan. 7 -The selectiv e 
serv ice act was today upheld as con­ 
stitutional by the suprem e court. 
The gov ernm ent’s

at home and abroad, was sustained 
by Chief Justice White, who deliv er­ 
ed the unanim ous opinion in a brief 
statem ent, declaring that after con­ 
sidering the v arious, contentions the 
conclusion has been reached that the 
most of them were imaginary rather 
than real.

WOULD CHANGE CLASS 


Dea ths o r Births o r Any 
Cha ng e in Reg a rd to 
Reg istra nt's Sta tus. 


Section 116 of the 
Selectiv e Ser­ 
v ice Regulations, captioned “Change 
of Status," contains rules tha t should 
be kiv en wide publicity, and should 
be carefully noted by ev ery register­ 
ed man. The section reads: 
“ Ev ery reg istran t shall, within fiv e 
days after the happening thereof, re­ 
port to his local board any fact which 
might change or affect his classifica­ 
tion. 
F ailure to report change of status 
as herein required, or m aking a false 
report thereof, is a m isdemeanor p u n 1 
ishable bv one ye a r’s im prisonm ent.” 
The meaning of the abov e regula­ 
tion is that, for instance, if a m arried 
man with dependent wife or children, 
placed in class four because of 
the 
fact that his wife and children 
are 
dependent upon 
hi 
m for 
support,; 
comes into m oney sufficient to bring 
him income; if his dependents should 
die; registrant should cease \o sup­ 
port them, or if anything should hap­ 
pen that would change his status re­ 
garding dependency, he m ust notify 
the local county board

British railroad officials have had so 
many cases of passengers beating their 
way since the railroads were taken 
over by the government that the rail­ 
road executive instituted a rule that 
every passenger, whether commuter or 
otherwise, should produce his ticket on 
all occasions when passing the barrier. 
This action presented a groat deal of 
legal business and stopped practically 
nil fare jumping. 
Persons failing to 
produce their tickets had to pay wheth­ 
er they were the owners of a ticket or 
not, and the courts have maintained 
the action of the railroads even when 
the ticket had been produced in court. 
This system has up to the last few 
weeks worked satisfactorily, but the 
exodus of the foreign element from 
London to Brighton to avoid air-raid 
dangers hns uncovered a system by 
which it could be beaten. 
The London and Brighton railroad 
has a system by which It issues plat­ 
form tickets to passengers wishing to 
see their friends off by train at a 
charge of two cents, and these charges 
being applicable to both the London

! Pittsburgh since midnight Saturday,

Nearly 100 through passenger trains 
were eliminated from the Pennsylvania 
schedules; more than fifty from the 
Baltimore & Ohio, and about the same 
number from the New York Central 
and New Iiaven lines. These were all 
parlor car trains or trains of chair 
cars. 
Locomotives relieved by the cutting 
off of these trains will he turned to the 
hauling of coal and generally relieving 
the freight congestion. 
No more passenger trains will be 
cut off in the immediate future. 
But 
the director general may make a fur­ 
ther ruling in the number of chair cars 
allotted to some trains which he con­ 
ceded Saturday. He said he would al­ 
low four to some trains, but in all like­ 
lihood this will be'reduced to a single 
chair car on some trains to accommo­ 
date ill persons or the feeble.

Fourscore men are sitting in a long 
white-plastered 
room, 
working

many of them never expected to work. 
On their broud striped black-and-white 
knees each man holds some unaccus­ 
tomed instruments.

Director General McAdoo made public 
the demurrage rules, regulations and 
charges which he announced generally 
Saturday night. 
The rules are effec­ 
tive January 21 and follow: 
“1. Forty-eight hours’ free time for 
loading or unloading on all commodi­ 
ties. 
“2. Twenty-four hours’ free time on 
cars held for any other purpose per­ 
mitted by tariff. 
“3. Demurrage charges per ear per 
rlay or fraction of a day as follows: 
Three dollars foe the first day, $4 for 
the second day and for each succeed 
ing additional day charges to be in­ 
creased $t In excess of tlmt for the 
preceding day until a maximum charge 
of $10 per car per day shall be reached 
the e’ghth day of detention beyond 
free time, the charge thereafter to be 
$10 per day or fraction thereof. These 
charges will supercede all those named 
In existing tariffs, applicable to domes­ 
tic freight, and .specifically contemplate 
the cancellation of all average agree­ 
ment provisions of existing tariffs. 
“No change is authorized hereby to 
be nmde in demurrage rules, regula­ 
tions and charges applying « 
foreign 
export freight awaiting ships at export 
points.” 
Beginning next Thursday, the de­ 
partm ent will start inotor-truck trains 
each day from Detroit to the seaboard. 
Each truck carries two tons of sup­ 
plies.

Blinded by empty victories and 


false le a de rship, Ge rma ny 
seems utterly unable to read the handwriting on 


the wall. 
Civilization outside of Germany, however, recognizes tha t it 


cannot live, if Germ a ny’s ideas and purposes prevail.

for weeks, or months. 
Nevertheless, the real foundation for hope on the 


Allies side has never been so clea r and strong as today.

KING VICTOR LIVES 


WITH TROOPS AT FRONT 


Only Goes to Capital When Pres* 
_ence Is Required by Cabinet 
Meetings. 


Though King Victor is the only en­ 
tente ruler who has constantly lived at 
the front among his soldiers, yet very 
little is said and printed about him 
Ilis name never appears in the general 
staff communiques. 
The war corre­ 
spondents never mention the king's 
name and doings, except when allowed 
to describe official ceremonies connect­ 
ed with the visit at the Italian front 
of other entente rulers or high entente 
officials. 
Very few civilians have seen 
the king during the last two years. 
Even during his brief visits to the 
capital, when his presence here is re­ 
quired by important cabinet meetings, 
the king is never seen in the streets, 
:ts in former years. 
A fewT days ago 
the follow ing sketch of King Victor, to­ 
gether with the description of one of 
his experiences at the front, was dis­ 
covered in a letter of a soldier to his 
mother: 
“The king passed only a short dis­ 
tance from me and I saw him dis­ 
tinctly. He was calm, smiled to every* 
body whose gaze attracted his atten­ 
tion and spoke to every soldier near 
him, asking numberless questions. Af­ 
ter a while lie resumed his ascent to­ 
ward the advanced trenches on the 
peak of a high mountain in order to 
shake hands with the soldiers and en­ 
courage tlmm 
with fatherly words. 
After the visit he came back, took a 
photo of us and then boarded his ear 
and sped away. 
Only two generals 
and a colonel were with him. 
While 
making the ascent an enemy plane 
happened to be heading for the same 
spot. The king, instead of seeking shel­ 
ter. contiuuod to walk, and when our 
antiaerials opened fire on the plane the 
king remained in the middle of the 
road, impassable under the hail of 
shrapnel bullets, following the duel 
with his field glass. 
When the plane 
fled he congratulated 
the artillery- 
men. 


LANSING TO GO TO EUROPE?

Heavy wet snow

cases, lodging houses for thousands 
of travelers and commuters, delayed 
by the big snowstorm.
